IF THE owner is interested enough to 
select the wood he desires for his interior 
trim, surely equal care should be taken 
to get the finish that will bring out the 
beauty of the wood and preserve it, and 
this is easily done by taking steps to see 
that the right varnish is used. 

It may be said, "Oh! I leave that to my 
architect," or "I let my finisher use what 
he thinks best." 

That's all right to some extent, but you 
don't leave it entirely to your tailor or 
your shoemaker when buying a suit of 
clothes or a pair of shoes. You use your 
individual judgment in the selection of 
the material, and most of us possess suf- 
ficient knowledge of cloth and leather to 
guide us right.

Dear Bargain to a p p ly a poor varnish as a good one, but 
while good varnish properly used makes a 
permanently beautiful finish, poor or in- 
appropriate varnish betrays its pedigree 
by quickly perishing and leaving as a 
heritage a dull and faded look, marring 
the appearance of the woodwork and ren- 
dering it a source of mortification instead 
of pleasure to the owner. 

Its Up to You Varnish mistakes are costly, but 
they are quite unnecessary, and will not 
happen to the man who looks before he 
leaps in the matter of varnish.

Notwithstanding this it is just as easy 
to secure good varnish on your woodwork 
as it is to get a good hat, if you are in 
earnest about it. 
Five Useful Sug- If you are building a house, or expect to, 
gestions and the work has progressed to the stage 

where varnish is called for, you will find 
it greatly to your interest to heed the 
following suggestions, bearing in mind the 
old proverb, "He is well served who serves 
himself." 

A Reputation at First. Choose your varnish maker 
Stake wisely, and let it be a manufacturer with an 

old established reputation; he has more at 
stake than you have, and could not afford 
either to put out unreliable varnishes or 
make any misrepresentations as to their 
adaptability for special uses.

Second. Trust your varnish maker by 
selecting the varnishes he offers as es- 
pecially made and adapted for architec- 
tural work. He has made a life-long 
study of varnish, and knows what you 
want better than you possibly can. Ex- 
perimenting with varnish comes high for 
the house builder. The varnish maker 
found it so years ago; but the experimental 
age is over and you have a right to expect 
the perfected result. 

Third. Having decided whose and 
what varnishes you will have used on your 
woodwork, instruct your architect to 
write them in the specifications, just as 
you would instruct him what furnace or 
what bathroom fixtures you prefer, or 
what woods you desire to use for interior 
finishing. 



See that a competent finisher 
is employed to do the work; the best of 
varnish cannot be expected to turn out 
well if improperly used. 
lj Self-Help Fifth. Make it your personal business 

to see that the varnish you want is ac- 
tually used. 

All this is very easily accomplished, and 
the little time expended will be repaid 
with compound interest by the resulting 
finish on your woodwork.

Should you desire in later years to re- 
finish with Varnish, it is not necessary to 
strip Lacklustre as with wax, but simply 
clean it off with a cloth and Varnish.

The life of a poor varnish is very brief, 
whereas good varnish properly applied 
makes a permanently beautiful finish. 
I Identification Luxeberry Wood Finish is made only by 
Berry Brothers, and buyers should see that 
cans bear our label and seal. 
| A Warning Beware of the "Just as good" argument, 

which should serve as a note of warning to 
the buyer of Luxeberry Wood Finish or 
any other of our Architectural Finishes. 

There is not a job of interior finishing 
too fine for Luxeberry Wood Finish or 
Liquid Granite to be used on. 

For such woods as Oak, Ash, Cherry, 
Birch, etc., Luxeberry Wood Finish (Light) 
may be used, while for White Maple, 
Prima Vera, and other light woods, where 
it is desired to preserve the natural color, 
our Luxeberry Wood Finish (White) is 
preferable as it is very pale and will not 
discolor the lightest woods. 

We also recommend our Luxeberry 
Wood Finish (White) on any wood when 
expense is a secondary consideration, as it 
is an especially fine article, costing no 
more to apply although a little higher 
priced by the gallon.
